INDIAN TREATMENT OF SICK. 

Superstitious Ceremony that Is Often 
a Last Resort, 

The trial in the federal court of 
Louis Brown, charged with the mur¬ 
der of Walter ItlcUardson and Moses 
ITttIgrow, brought to light an Indian 
superstition that was new to many 
people. Several j'ears ago, when the 
famous Solomon Hotem witch killing 
case was tried in the same court, there 
was considerable evidence to show the 
belief of the Indians In witchcraft, and 
tlie testimony in the Brown case re¬ 
veals an equally weird story. ' 

One of the wltiicsses testified that 
the homicide for which Brown was 
tried occurred at a “pachofsha.” In ' 
answer to imiuirles as to the meaning 
of the word It was explained that a : 
pachofsha Is a fea.st and a part of the | 
incantation and superstitious cere¬ 
mony conducted over the sick by the 
lower class of Ignorant Indians. 

When a man is tliouglit to he sick 
enough to require the services of a ' 
doctor he Is put Into a hut, and for ' 
three days no one except the doctor | 
sees him. The doctor goes Into the ; 
wcKxls and gathers herbs, from which ' 
he jirepai’es n ixition for the sick man : 
and tlien keeps a lonely vigil with him. | 
xAt the end of the third day, if the pa- I 
tlent Is not Improved, the order is | 
given to prepare a pachofsha. Cor.i ; 
and meat, either beef, pork or game, | 
are put In a large kettle and stewed j 
until the corn Is soft. 

xAll the relatives of the sick man 1 
are entitled to attend, and they gathiw 
around the kettle for the feast. The 
sick man Is brought out and served 
first. He Is fed as mueh as Ids stom- 
acli can hold, and the others then turn 
In and devour the remainder of the i 
stew. When this Is concluded a bon- j 
tire is built ami lighted, the crowd rir- 
cles around and dances to tlie time of j 
a weird chant. .Vfter this. If the sick 
man does not show signs of getting 
better, nothing more Is done for him, 
and he dies or gets well by act of 
Providence.-—(Oklahoma Ttines-.Iournal. 

Prisoner Proves Up Lund.

Yates said the sentence was just 
and that he would serve It. 

He said, however, he lacked a short 
time of having proved up his home¬ 
stead, and asked to be with his family 
two weeks longer.
